BELLE GLADE—Despite the fact 46 percent of the 244 
juniors who took the Adult Performance Level (APL) test at 
Glades Central in April failed to score the 60 percent 
required to pass, West Area school officials say the figures 
show an improvement over a year ago. 

West Area School Supervisor H.W. ‘‘Dick’’ Berryman said 
the failure rate for the April testing is 19 percent lower than 
for those who took the 75 question version of the APL last 
year. 

That test, however, was figured with a 70 percent breaking 
point for passing or failing and the April test was figured 
under a 60 percent breaking point. 

But even considering the difference, the failure rate was 11 
percent lower for Glades Central than for last year. Another 
difference, Berryman pointed out however, is that the April 
test was composed fo 200 questions instead of 75. 

One of the reasons, according to Glades Central Principal 
Dr. Effie Grear, that the rate of failure was brought down 
somewhat is the effort made by a group of concerned citizens 
headed by W.C. Taylor. 

The group, calling itself Reach Out, tutored-105 of the 300 
juniors at Glades Central, free of charge, for weeks before 
the test was given in an effort to prepare the youngsters for 
the contents of the exam.

Hoy vamos hablar.de la ciudad 
de Jerusalem, su historia y, su 
dignificado. actual. La. ciudad esta 
hacia el ecntro de Palestina, en 
una meseta a 2550 pies de altura 
rodeada de colinas y a 
kilometros del mar mediterraneo. 
Su historia se extiende a 1070 a.d. 


Cristo. Su_nombre se registro en 


idioma Akkadian. (De Mesopota- 
mia), y.en los idiomas Assirio- 
Babilónicos la llamaban URUSA- 
LIN. Es una de Jas ciudades mas 
antiguas y discutidas en la historia 
de la humanidad. Tuvo. que ver 
con Abram, David, Jesucristo, los 
Apostoles, y hoy para nosotros 
tiene un valor simbolico de gran 
importancia. 

La ciudad se llamo Jebus, 
cuando estuvo en manos de. los 
jebuseos, hasta que. fue conquista- 
da.por el rey David.

He said one of the most timesaving moves he has made 
was when, shortly after being appointed, he moved plea day 
from Monday morning to Tuesday, because when the plea 
day was Monday, he would receive a number of calls from 
people who had been ticketed and couldn't show up in court 
the following day. 

He said he added all plea days for municipal crimes to the 
Tuesday docket, hears divorce cases on Monday, uses 
Wednesdays for trials, Thursdays for small claims and 
juvenile cases and Friday for felonies. 

"Last Friday might have been called Bludworth's 
Welfare Fraud Day.” he said. ‘‘I heard pleas. from 21 
cases, most of which were third degree felonies.” He said 
he is slated to hear a similar number this Friday. 

Of the 21 cases, Adams said he found 20 indigent and 
assigned Public Defender Sam Powers to represent them. 
Powers pled not guilty and asked for a jury trial in each 
case. The jury trials will all take place on the coast. 

In each of the cases, Assistant State’s Attorney Eugene 
Berry recommended that if they pled guilty, they be 
sentenced to a year’s probation and ten days in jail, with the 
option of serving the jail time on weekends, provided: full 
restitution was made withir the year. 

Admas said he is always interested in getting 
recommendation from the State's Attorney's office but he 
isn't bound by the recommendation. 

“I felt I couldn't accept the recommendation in this case 
because I didn't know the facts,” he said. “I wasn't sure if 
the person is guilty of taking adollar more than he deserved 
or whether he was unentitled to anything.

ic skills instruction. 

A structured math program and 
pre-reading program is provided 
with great emphasis being placed 
on each child progressing at his 
own rate. For example, she said, if 
a child masters each skill in 
reading readiness and is ready to 
begin a formal reading’ program, 
then hi: needs are met by his 
teacher 

On the other hand, if a child 
needs much growth in visual 
perception areas before he is able 
to attempt formal learning of 
letters and phonics, then his needs 
will also be met. 

An in-depth progress record is 
kept on each child by. means of the 
SADISARI management system 
adopted by the Palm Beach County 
School System.
